CHARGED WITH CHILD MURDER

CITY ELECTRICIAN EASTERLIN 
OF CHARLESTON ARRESTED. 


Admits that He Has Led a Double 
Life but Denies He Killed 
the Infant, 


Charleston, S. C., September 23.—(Specia!.) 
City Electrician William H. Easterlin was 
suspended from his office and put under 
arrest today pending an investigation of 
the coroner in what looks like a case of 
child murder, On the Tuesday evening the 
body of a three days’ old baby was dragged 
from a pond near the banks of the Ashley 
river. It had a heavy stone tied to its 
throat, but when the tide was low the 
feet of the child came above the water. 
Chief-of-Detectives McMannus today visit- 
ed the house where a suspected woman 
lived and found WHasterlin there. The wo- 
man's name is Steinmeyer, and the name 
and family are respected ones in this city. 

Easterlin confessed to having led an il- 
legal life with the woman, although he has 
a wife and children. The body of the in- 
fant belongs to the woman suspected of 
having killed it. Easterlin says the child 
was born Sunday night, but denies all 
knowledge of its death and the disposal 
of its body. A careful post mortem exami- 
nation will be had to determine. whether 
or not the cnild came to its death before 
being thrown into the pond. The affair is 
causing a great deal of excitement in this 
city. 

Easterlin's wife is ill and it is expected 
that if the truth is told her it might prove 
fatal. The woman in the case is about 
thirty years of age. Her mother was pres- 
ent at the birth of the child. They are now 
both under police surveillance. Even should 
the post morfem show that there was no 
murder, Easterlin will be dismissed from 
the force. The coroner will finish up the 
case tomorrow. 


DISPENSARY SHORTAGES GROW 


CASTON, OF SPRINGFIELD, S. C., 
REPORTED TO BE WROFGS. 
This Makes Four Within a Month. 
Latest Developments in the 
Beer Cases.

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Columbia, 8S. C., September 23.—(Special.)— 
Ex-Dispenser Fvans, of St. Matthews, Or- 


breach of trust and decfalcation. ,Dispenser 
Gaston, of Springfield, a hamlet in the same 
county, is hauled up for having a shortage 
in his accounts. This makes the fourth 
Shertage reported within the month and 
there is really no surmising where it would 
end if a systematic investigation is made 


into the affairs of all the dispensaries, as is 
contemplated by the board of control. It 
is sugg®@sted that the state employ its force 
of constables and detectives in watching 
the county dispensaries aid detecting the 
shortages. 

It is understood that when the investiga- 
tion into the dispensary affairs is reopened 
by the board of control on October 7th there 
will be an effort to get some of the officers 
of the big whisky distilleries to testify. It 
is probable, however, that these men will 
not come until the investigation is under- 
taken by the legislature. which will have 
authority to call for witnesses which the 


board does not possess. 

A new turn has been taken in the beer 
privileges case. Thomas J. LaMotte, actins 
for the prohibitionists, went to Union yes- 
terday and presented a petition to Judge 
Gary asking for an order against Macgis- 
trate Smith, of this city, ordering him to 
show cause whv a mandamus should not 
issue requiring him to hear the affidavits 
made before him last week and issue the 
warrants against Messrs. Seegers and 
Narey for violating the dispensary law in 
selling beer, although they held the govern- 
or’s permit to do so. 

Mr. LaMotte brought an action against 
Messrs. Seegers and Narey under section 22 
of the dispensary law for retailing and de- 
livering beer in this city. Both of these 
gentlemen have what is known as a “‘spe- 
clal beer privilege,”” which was granted 
them by the state board of control, which 
action Mr. LaMotte claimed is without au- 
thority of law, consequently illegal and in 
open violation of the dispensary act, as 
Messrs. Seegers and Narey are not the 
county dispensers and the board of control 
had no authority under the law to grant 
such a privilege to any one. 

Magistrate Smith, after hearing the caze, 
dectined to issue a warrant for Messrs. 
Scegers and Narey in accordance with the 
nuisance clause of the dispensary law, in an 
opinion which was written and published at 
the time, givng his reasons for his course. 
Before the magistrate rendered his opinion, 
howeyer, Mr. LaMotte insisted that the law 
left the magistrate no option but to issue 
the warrants when the affidavits were made. 
This decision shut Mr. LaMotte out of the 
magistrate’s court. He haf returned to the 
attack, however, in a manner that may 
prove interesting. Judge Gary has granted 
the order asked fcr. The courts will now 
review the question of the authority of the 
board of contro! to grant these special priv- 
fleges not contemplated in the dispensary 
act.

SAYS BRITAIN IS AROUSED. 


GLADSTONE BELIEVES SENTI- 
MENT MEANS INTERFERENCE. 


Declares that the Sultan Has Had a 
Constant Triumph Over the 
Diplomacy of Six Nations. 


London, September 23.—The Chronicle pub- 
lished ’a long letter from Mr. Gladstone, ad- 
dressed to M. Maurice Leudet, of The Paris 
Figaro. The letter was written to arouse 
the French press in behalf of the Arme- 
nians. 

Mr. Gladstone, after expressing his dif- 
fidence in complying with the request, de- 
clares that the population of Great Britain 
are more united in sentiment and mre 
thoroughly aroused by the present outrages 
in Turkey than they were by the atrocities 
in Bulgaria in 1876. Continuing, he sa‘d: 

The question whether effect can be 
given to the national indignation is now 
in the balance and will probably be soon 
decided. I have read in some Austrian 
papers an affected scruple against sole 
action by any one state in a European 
crisis, but there are ‘two first-class 
powers who will not make that scruple 
their own. One of these is Russia, who, 
in 1878, earned lasting honors by liber- 
ating Bulgaria and helping onward the 
freedom and security wf the other Bal- 
kan states. The other power is France, 
who in 1840 took up the cause of Egypt 
and pushed it, single-handed, to the 
verge of a European war. She wisely 
forbore to bring about that horrible 
calamity, but I gravely doubt whether 
she was not right and the combined 
powers wrong in their policy of that 
period. 

Mr. Gladstone proceeds to denounce the 
great “assassin,”’ and continues: 

For more than a year he has triumph- 
ed over the diplomacy of the six powers. 
They have been laid prostrate at his 
feet. There is no parallel in history to 
the humiliation they have so patiently 
borne. He has therefore had every en- 
couragement to continue a course that 
has been crowned with such success, 
The impending question seems to be, 
not whether, but when and where will 
he proceed to his next murderous ex- 
ploits. 


NO DEMAND MADE FOR TYNAN. 


Believed He Will Be Released at the 
Request of Scotland Yard. 
London, September 23.—The Post pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Paris to a news 
agency here saying the statements to the 
contrary, the British embassy in Paris, 
through which demands for the extradition 
of prisoners pass, as a rule, has received 
no demands for the extradition of Tynan, 
the Irish invincible, recently arrested in 

Boulogne. 

It is stated that, in view of the certainty 
that a demand for Tynan’s extradition 
would be refused by the French govern- 
ment, his surrender to the British author- 
ities will not be asked for, and that the 
prisoner will be released at the request of 
the Scotland Yard officials 

It is further asserted that the Dublin po- 
lice authorities are answerable for the 
false position in which Great Britian has 
been placed. 


KITCHENER OCCUPIES DONGOLA 


Dervishes Retreating Before the An- 
glo-Egyptian Troops. 

London, September 23.—General Sir H. H. 
Kitchener, commander of the Anglo-Egyp- 
tian expedition into the Soudan, has tele- 
graphed to the foreign office that he has 
definitely oecupied Dongola and that the 
Dervishes have evacuated that province. A 
number of Dervish emirs have surrendered 
to the Egyptian-troops and a large quantity 
of stores and munitions of war have been 
captured from the enemy. 


MR. BAYARD BREAKS OUT AGAIN 


Gives American Form of Government 
a Thrust by Innuendo. 
Liverpool, September 23.—Hon. Thomas F. 
Bayard, United States ambassador to Great 
Britain, was a guest last evening of the 
American chamber of commerce gtven in 
connection with the annual meeting of the 
British Association, which closed today. 
Mr. Bayard, in responding to a toast to 
President Cleveland, referred to the long 
reign of Queen Victoria as the triumph 
of a good, settled government of a free 

country. 

He also spoke in warm commendation 
of President Clevelind’s financial integrity, 
his fidelity to public abligations and }':s 
firm upholding of the nation’s good faith.

Rich Find of Mr. Ab Wright in 
Banks County. 

Athens, Ga., September 23.—(Special.)— 
Mr. Ab Wright, an old farmer of Banks 
county, is reported to be richer by $7,000 
than he was a few weeks since. 

The stdédry that comes to Athens is that 
he had the good fortune to run upon an old 
iron pot full of gold coin, amounting in 
value to the sum above named. 

The place where he found the coin was 
upon Mr. Eli Riley's plantation, which 
was purchased years ago from Mr. John 
W. Pruitt. 

Mr. Wright is said to have accidentally 
stumbled upon this rich find a short while 
since while hunting in the woods. A man’s 
name was on the pot, but the name has 
not been disclosed.

Declares that Owing to the Long Con-

St. Louis, September 23.—The second day’s 
session of the twenty-second annual con- 
vention of the American Bankers’ Asso- 
c.ation was called to order at 10:05 o’cleck. 
Most Rev. John J. Kain, archbishop of the 
diocese of St. Louis, invoked divine f@ss- 
ing upon the proceedings of the convention. 

The first business of the session was the 
report of the various delegates as to the 
general condition of banking in their 
States. A number of states failed to re- 
spond, and they were passed over to be 
heard from later in the session. Among 
those who spoke were delegates from Ar- 
kansas, Ilinois, Kansas, California, Ken- 
tucky, Maryland, Massachusetts, Missouri, 
New York, Nebraska, Ohio and Pennsyl- 
Vania. 

Mr. John H. Leathers, of Louisville, said 
that the banks of Kentucky were prosper- 
ous and confident of the future. He be- 
lieved that Kentucky would do its share in 
contributing to the welfare of the country 
by casting 20,000 majority for McKinley. 

John H. H. Secreiber, of Cumberland, Md., 
said that the banks of his state, while not 
doing so much business as formerly, were 
being conducted in a safe and conservative 
manner. He stated that the banking in- 
terests of his state were in favor of sound 
money. Mr. Thurow, of Boston, and Fr. W. 
Hayes, of Detroit, spoke in a similar strain. 
J. M. Sherwood, banking commissioner of 
Michigan, spoke in behalf of the banking 
interests of Michigan, and claimed that 
almost the entire banking fraternity was in 
favor of sound money. A. €. Anderson, of 
St. Paul, also advocated sound money. He 
said that Minnesota was waiting to heap 
from the country {n November, and to- 
gether with the movement of crops, would 
stimulate the banking interests of his state. 
R. W. Millais, of Jackson, Miss., said that 
in 1893 there was but one bank failure in 
his state, and that since then but one more 
failure was recorded. Both failures were 
the result of misconduct. The conditions 
were favorable for the banking interests 
of Mississippi, as the cotton crop was good 
and prices were satisfactory. 

W. A. Woods, of Kansas City, spoke -fo. 
Missouri. He said Missouri banking inter- 
ests were In better condition now than at 
Hie.stated that

Henry Y. Yates, of Omaha, claimed that 
in the three years from 1892 to 1895, the 
banks of Nebraska had lost on deposits 
nearly $25,000,000.

Delegate Seiber, of Higginsville, O., pro- 
tested that the proceedings of the session 
were developing into a political discussion. 

William A. Graham, of Sidney, O., read a 
Statistical report of the condition of the 
banks in his state, which showed them to 
be in a solid and healthy condition. 

The roll call of states was concluded 
about noon and showed that nearly every 
speaker claimed that the banking interests 
of his section were in splendid condition. 
Almost without exception the speakers fa- 
vored a sound money policy as the safe- 
guard of the banking institutions and the 
business interests of the country. 

The convention then discussed the rule 
abolishing restrictive indorsements. The 
matter was referred to the executive coun- 
cil, to report at the next meeting. The 
convention engaged in a lengthy discussion 
over the practice in different states of the 
payment of depositors rates. The recom- 
mendation was made that the convention 
endeavor to secure uniformity of practice 
in the matter. 

The necessity of uniform laws governing 
commercial paper was the next subject 
with the question: “What can the Ameri- 
cam Bankers’ Association do te bring the 
vericus state laws into harmony?’ The sub- 
ject was debated at considerable length and 
was finally referred to th. executive coun- 
cil for such action as they may deem prop- 
er, to secure._the desired result.

They find that the affairs of the bank 
have been mismanaged; that some of the 
accounts have not been properly kept, and 
that grave irregularities have been com- 
mitted. The overdrafts amount to more 
than $300,000. The bank is insolvent, and 
ifs capital and surplus ts lost.

Those who did not participate at 
first became infected with the enthustl- 
asm and rose and cheered with their more 
emotional ne'ghbors. 

It was a stirring The waving 
flags, the resounding cheers from thou- 
sunds of throats, the excited people all con- 
tributed to make it a scene worth witness- 
ing, Judge Gaynor finally asked for quiet 
and obtained it after the cheering had last- 
ed five minutes. Judge Gaynor saw that 
it Was no use to make a formal speech. The 
crowd wanted to hear Bryan and Bryan 
alone, so the introduction was thus brief: 

“We will now dispense with the formal 
parts of the meeting and 4 will now intro- 
duce to you your great leader, Mr. Bryan.” 

That was all the judge said, and his last 
words were drowned in the roar that again 
came from every part of the house, and as 
the band began playing ‘‘Rally ‘Round the 
Flag" the people had a new incentive to 
shout. When quiet was restored Mr. Bryan 
spoke as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen— 
I esteem it a great privilege to be permitted 
to defend the cause which has been espous- 
ed in this campaign; and I am glad to be 
permitted to present that cause to the peo- 
ple of Brooklyn. I only wish that that dis- 
tinguished divine whose name has added 
even to the fame of your great city, Henry 
Ward Beecher (applause) were with us to- 
day, that he might again champion the 
cause of the people in their great fight. 
Any man would, whose sympathies were on 
the side of humanity, my friends. 

“We have commenced a warfare against 
the gold standard, which will not cease 
until victory is won. We are opposing an 
enemy that never fought an open fight. (A 
voice: “They never went to the war.’’) 

“We are fighting an enemy that was 
never honest in its dealings with the people. 
We are fighting an enemy that has ever 
sought to avoid the real issue and fight the 
battle on some other. 

“Before addressing myself to the money 
question, 1 desire to say something in re- 
ward to the planks of our platform which 
have been assailed by the enemy. I only 
speak of them because persons high in 
the republican party have called attention 
to them, and sought to twist them into a 
meaning never intended, and to give them 
an interpretation which they will not 
bear.’’ 

Mr. Bryan then read the plank denounc- 
ing federal interference, and declared it as 
mild in tone, when viewed by the side of 
the plank on the inviolability of state rights 
in the Lincoln platform of 1860. 

Criticism of the Supreme Court. 

Continuing, Mr. Bryan said:

T.et them insist that having taken part we 
dace not use what they left. 

We demand that congress shall use such 
power as may come from a reversal »y 
the court as it may hereafter be constl- 
tuted. 

‘Has no court a right to reserve the de- 
elsion of this court? If not, whit right 
had this court to reverse the courts for 
10 vears before it? (Applause.) 

“This court changes from time to time; 
judges die or resign and new julzes take 
their places. Is it not possible, mv friends, 
that future judges may adhere to the pre- 
ecdents of 100 years instead of cdbering to 
a decision reidered by a majority of one 
and that one changed his mind in two 
months? "very time a2 lawyer gies into 
court and asks for a reversal of a decision 
of the court—and it is not an infrequent 
thing—-every time a lawyer does it he at- 
tacks the correctness of the decision which 
he desires to have reversed. Let me read 
to you what the republican platforza says 
about decisions of the supreme court in 
1850. 

* ‘We condemn the recent opening of the 
African slave trade under the cover of our 
national flag aided by perversions of judi- 
cial power.”’

Instances of attempts upon the part of 
railroad corporations to coerce and influence 
their employes to vote for McKinley are re- 
ported daily and in spite of the weak de- 
nials of the officials the methods that are 
being employed by these corporations are 
becoming well known. Overt acts, while 
important, are not so significant, however, 
as the moral intimidation which is being 
brought against the employes. The men 
are given plainly to understand that civil 
service rules do not control their positions 
and the maintenance of their places de- 
pends largely on their avowal in favor of 
McKinley. . 

Yesterday the pay car of the Big Four 
railroad visited this city and in every en- 
velope received by the men was @ circular 
copy of Bourke Cockran’s speech. The of- 
ficials are pouring this kind of literature 
into the men and doing it in such @ way 
that they cannot do otherwise than give it 
their attention. 

Big Four’s Excursion. 


The Big Four company ts engineering 4 
scheme to get up a big excursion from this 
city to visit McKinley at Canton. One well- 
known silver republican was yesterday in- 
vited to join the excursion and said he did 
not care to go. He inquired thag probable 
cost, however, and was informed That there 
would be no expense, as the transportation 
and expenses while in Canton would be 
furnished free to those who went. Under 
these circumstances he agpeed to go. 

A Louisville dispatch gives another scheme 
which is being worked by another of the 
prominent railroads. It says: 

“A new plan to secure votes for McKinley 
has been adopted by some of the compofa- 
tions, and one railroad in particular enter- 
ing Louisville. The charge has been made 
that certain railroads have intimidaged 
their employes, and thereby secured a 
pledge from them to support McKimley. 
This seems to have ‘smote the conscience’ 
of these railroads, and in order to relieve 
themselves of any suspicion of intimidation 
they have adopted a new scheme, which 
even goes further and makes each person 
employed swear that they will support a 
Single gold standard by voting for McKin- 
ley. 

“The charge is being made that one 
railroad in particular has sent out notarys 
public with each of its pay trains. When 
the workman's wages for the month are 
given him he is also handed a slip of paper 
to Sign, on which is pmnted something in 
substance as follows: 

‘‘] hereby solemnly swear that no offi- 
cial of the railroad has forced me to 
Sign an agreement pledging my support to 
Major McKinley and sound money, but I 
do hereby solemnly swear that I will vote 
tor McKinley, and that 1 do so of my own 
free will.’ 

“It will be seen by signing such an agree- 
ment, ostensibly for the purpose of exon- 
erating their railroad company of any in- 
timidation, that the men are simply mak- 
ing oath that they will disregard their suf- 
frage as American citizens and vote as 
the company dictates.”’ 

Others Tell the Same Tale. 

In connection with this dispatch The Sen- 
tinel has received from a well-known rail- 
road mana letter in which he says: “Itis a 
bare-faced piece of business and men are 
coerced and intimidated into joining and 
wearing McKinley and C., « D. ‘sound 
money club’ buttons or else afraid of losing 
their jobs. A peculiar thing has happened 
the past ten days. The C., H. & D. pay car 
has always .tarted from Cincinnati to pay 
off on the 13th of each month. This time 
word came from the Cincinnati head office 
that owing to the fact of the road being un- 
able to get money from the banks, the pay 
car would not start out betore the 18th. 
The pay car was held back until the 18th 
and Was wrecked, as you are aware, and 
three men killed and several wounded. The 
presumption is it was held back to forward 
the end of the gold people, distress and 
scare the workingmen and employes and 
create an impression by paying out & few 
gold pieces. Be that as it may, three men 
lost their lives by that little political move 
of the railroad.” 

Railroad employes are telling the same 
kind of stories by hundreds. Another em- 
ploye said last night: “Of course, the com- 
panies are not taking clubs and beating 
men over the head if they refuse to vote 
for McKinley, but they are going at the 
work just as effectively. They are letting 
the men understand very plainly that if 
they vote for Bryan their positions will be 
the price of their fa‘lure to obev the known 
wishes of the corporations. We are com- 
pelled to keep quiet and read the literature 
the companies thrust in our faceg and lis- 
ten to McKinley talk and hear Bryan de- 
nounced as an anarchist, but we are not 
allowed ‘to say a word in reply. The repub- 
lican employes go around shooting off their 
mouths about McKinley, hoping to advance 
their own interests with the company, while 
We are compelled in self-defense to pretend 
to fall in with the procession, but I will 
tell you that we will do nothing of the 
kind. The Australian ballot law was given 
the employes for just that kind of business 
and when we go into the booth no one will 
ever know how We voted. The silver vote is 
being increased every day on account of 
this course adopted by the companies, and 
there is going to be the biggest surprise 
party next November that the railroad com- 
panies ever witnessed.’’ The railroad man 
who made this statement says if his name 
were used in connection with it he would

Employes Were Made To Wear Badges 
and Showed Their Displeasure 
by Turning Them Down.

As an illustration of the methods 
coercing workingmen to support the Mc- 
Kinley ticket, the case of Albert Spinaler 
may be cited. The story is told in one of 
the local papers. a 

Albert H. Spindler, a discharged conduc- 
tor of the Halsted street cable line, asserts 
that he is the victim of political coercion, 
and has appealed to the silver democrats. 
The statement is made officially that he 
was discharged for refusing to wear a Mc- 
Kinley button. 3 

Spindler has been the employ of the West 
Chicago street railroad three and a half 
years. He is twenty-seven years old and 
lives with his wife and boy at 2604 Wallace 
street. When asked yesterday to corrobo- 
rate the assertion made by the democratic 
press bureau, he said: 

“Tl was not discharged exactly for refus- 

ing to wear the badge, but it was for polit- 
ical reasons. I have been a democrat and 
was a silver man all through the early part 
of the campaign. After the rest of the 
boys had put on McKinley badges the boss 
of the Halsted street barns, John Fitzger- 
ald. came to me one morning and put a 
McKinley button on my lapel. ‘Wear this, 
Spindler,’ he said, ‘and don’t lose it! The 
division superintendent sent it down tor 
rou,’ 
‘ ‘‘A good many of the boys had been given 
badges, and while they did not want fo 
wear them, they did not dare refuse, 50 
they would lose them. Mine got lost, too. 
The boss gave me another, and I lost that 
also. A little while after he gave me an- 
other and said: ‘Now, don't lose this, and 
wear it straight up.’ 

“Some of the employes showed their dis- 
pleasure at having to wear the badges by 
wearing them upside down, I wore this one 
till Saturday, September 12th, when I got 
notice to go down to Superintendent Ful- 
ler’s office. He asked me when I went in 
if I had ever been compelled to wear a 
McKinley badge. I said that I was not ex- 
actly compelled, but that the button was 
put on my coat and I was told not to lose 
it and to wear it straight up, sol didn't 
see what else was left for me to do. He 
asked me how many times I had been 
down to his office, and I said three times 
in all. He said that there were other 
charges against me, and they wouldn't 
need me any more. He said the nature of 
the other charges was not material. 

“As I went out I said to some of the 
other boys who were there, so that tne 
superintendent heard it, that they had bet- 
ter wear their McKinley badges if they 
wanted to keep their places. I reported my 
discharge with the reasons ‘at the dcmo- 
cratic headquarters. 

“T never refused to wear the badge, but 
I told my fellow conductors and others that 
Il was for Bryan and would vote for him 
at the election, but that 1 was wearing 
a McKinley button to keep my job. I sup- 
pose they heard of it and that was the 
reason they discharged me."’ 


TWO LETTER WRITERS NABBED. | 
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Negroes Send Threatening Missives 
To Young White Men. 

Selma, Ala., September 23.—(Special.)—The 
existence of a very serious state of affairs 
in the town of Marion, Perry county, came 
to light today with the arrest of George 
Brooks and Chess Kelly, two negroes, by 
United States deputy sheriffs, charged with 
sending obscene and threatening letters 
through the mails. 

A few days ago a number of prominent 
young business men received anonymous 
letters threatening their lives if they were 
ever caught in the negro portion of the 
town again after dark. The ietters made 
ugly charges against some of the recip- 
ients. 

The young men of the town were much 
incensed, and determined to put a stop to 
all such insinuations. A firm in this city 
received an order for 1,000 rounds of am- 
munition and a messenger was sent to the 
city to buy winchesters and pistols. The 
identity of the writers of the letters was 
learned, and there would have been blood- 
shed had not cooler counsel prevailed. 

The matter was turned over to the United 
States marshal, and the arrest of the two 
negroes followed. The prisoners and a 
number of witnesses went up to Montgom- 
ery today, where a trial will be had before 
Commissioner Benjamin P. Seals.

CHARGES THEM ON LYNCHING. 


Judge Tyson to the Grand Jury in 
Dallas County. 

Selma, Ala., September 23.—(Special.)— 
Judge Tyson, who is presiding over the 
@allas county circuit court in place of 
Judge Moore, today issued a special charge 
to the grand jury touching the lynching 
of the two negroes, Israel Mobley and Billy 
Hunter, by white men in Martin's precinct 
last July. 

He said that the lives of negroes are ag 
sacred in the eyes of the law as the lives 
of white men; denounced lynch law, and 
pronounced the lynching of the two negroes 
as murder, which, if allowed to go un- 
punished, would be a blot on the fair 
name of Alabama. 

The two negroes entered the yard of Colo- 
nel C. D. Hunter, a prominent planter, and 
shot at him with a double-barreled shotgun 
as he sat by & lamp in the hall reading to 
his wife and daughters. The negroes were 
caught, confessed and on their way to jail 
were taken from the officers and swung 
from a bridge.

REVISING THE LIST 


Bibb’s Registrars a Very Busy Set of 
Men Just Now. 


LOOKING FOR DISQUALIFIED 


os ~_- ---— 


All the Time Between Now and Elec- 
tion Day Will Be Consumed in 
the Work—An Injunction. 


Macon, Ga., September 23.—(Special.)— 
Messrs. Findlay, Elis and Poe, the regis- 
trars of Bibb county, are hard at work at 
the courthouse on the list of registered 
voters for the sate election on October 7th. 
While the number of registered voters is 
2,961, there are more than that many names 
on the disqualified tax list. It will be no 
small task for the registrars to verify each 
of the 3,961 names on the registry list. The 
registrars have only eleven working days In 
which to do this work, and it is very likely 
they will be kept busy up to the eve of the 
The registrars have received from 
of registered 


election. 
Tax Collector Jones the list 
voters, the list of disqualified voters who 
have failed to pay taxes due by them since 
the adoption of the constitution of 1877. as 
made up from his books, the list of persons 
disqualitied by reason of convictions for fel- 
ony during the same time, furnished by the 
clerk of the superior court, and the list of 
convictions for larceny since 1$77, furnished 
by the ordinary. 

In reference to the general 
law the state attorney general makes the 
following statements, which are lmportant, 
as they bear especially upon the main 
features of the purging of the registration: 

‘“! Where a person’s name appears upon 
the voters’ book and upon the list of dis- 
qualified voters, 1 think the burden is upon 
the voter to show to the satisfaction of the 
registrars that the disqualification has been 
removed or does not exist. 

“2. Where a person’s name appears upob 
the voters’ books and does noi appear upon 
the list of disqualified voters, the burden Is 
upon those attacking his right to vote to 
show his disqualification, 

“4. Where a person's name appears upon 
the voters’ books and also upon the list of 
disqualified voters, he may remove the dis- 
qualification at any time before the regis- 
trars have passed upon his name, or com- 
pleted the list of registered voters. 

“4. T seriously doubt the propriety of reg- 
istrars considering evidence by affidavits. 
They should certainly not do so except in 
very extreme cases. Where the testimony 
of a person is to be introduced such person 
ought to appear in person or by interroga- 
tories, so as to give the opposite party the 
right of cross-examination. 

“5. I think the term ‘competent. written 
evidence.’ as used in section 8 of the law, 
means recejpts, pardons, certificates, etc. 
It most certainly does not mean affidavits. 

“6. The law should be construed liberally 
in behalf of the right to vote. 

“7 Where a reasonable doubt arising from 
the evidence or want of evidence exists in 
the minds of the registrars. 1 think it would 
be proper for them to give the voter the 
benefit of the same, 

“8 Tax collectors are authorized to col- 
lect only the taxes due from their respec- 
tive counties, and the comptroller general 
cannot authorize the tax collector of one 
county to collect the taxes due another 
county.”

Mrs. Nancy M. Echols, by her attorneys, 
Hall & Hammond, filed an application in 
Ribb superior court today for an injunc- 
tion against Mr. A. L. Faulkner.

Hen- 
ley was found guilty of larceny after trust 
on two counts and was sentenced to the 
chaingang for twelve months in one case 
and six months in the other. Barton was 
found guilty of receiving stolen goods and 
has been sentenced to the chaingang for 
six months.

COOL WAVE MOVING EASTWARD. 


Siightly Warmer Weather Is Follow: 
ing in Its Wake. 

The high pressure area and cool wave is 
moving steadily eastward and is now cen- 
tral in East Tennessee and lower in the 
Ohio valley. 

It is cooler in all sections east of the 
Mississippi and warmer in the western 
states, with a low barometric pressure of 
considerable energy central near Rapid 


City. 

There has been no rain in the past twelve 
hours east of the Rockies, and the weather 
is clear except at a few stations in the 
northwest and on the lakes. 

The latest crop bulletin from the New 
Orleans station has just been received. 
It indicates the following conditions: 

‘High temperatures for the season pre- 
vailed during the week ending Monday, 
September 21, 18%, throughout the cotton 
belt, the weekly average ranging from 
three to four degrees along the coast dis- 
tricts to as much as nine degrees in excess 
of the normal over the central and north 
portions of Alabama and Georgia, and with 
a general average excess of seven degrees 
over the greater portion of the belt. Both 
days and nights were warmer than usual, 
but the great excess is mainly due to the 
high daily maximum temperatures over 
a large area in which comparatively no 
rain fell and where hot sunshine ruled.

At a meeting of the democratic state 
committee. of New York Tuesday night 
there was developed a very natural de- 
sire on the part of many of the demo- 
crats for the retirement of John Boyd 
Thacher from the head of the state 
“cket.

Senator David B. Hill, who had secured 
a proxy, Was on hand, and made him- 
self quite conspicuous when the auestion 
of forcing Thacher off the ticket was 
up for discussion. The senator took the 
ground that the committee had no au- 
thority to remove “Thacher from the 
ticket. His argument was to the effect 
that it would be “political cowardice” 
to relieve the democratic party of the 
state of the results of the treachery that 
brought about the nomination. 

According to reports, the senator was 
He made several 
speeches and walked about the floor 
gesticulatipg wildly. In the course of 
his remarks his real motive for opposing 
the withdrawal of Thacher was brought 
out with painful clearness. IIe said 
that the people did not understand the 
money question, and he declared it 
would be suicidal for the democratic 
party of New York to accept the doc- 
trine of free coinage. Ile went farther 
and announced that he “would rather 
see the party buried than see it damned 
by such insane conduct.”

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SUPT. CONNORS TELLS OF THE 
PROGRESS OF HIS PUPIL. 


Has Broken the Youth of Many of 
His Most Troublesome Habits 
by Constant Care. 


Mack Woodside is making a reputation 
in his field. He has given up some of his 
dearest Atlanta habits and is taking his 
first plunges in the sea of knowledge. 

Superintendent Connors, of the state in- 
stitution for the deaf and dumb, at Cave 
Spring, where Mack has been for several 
weeks pasf, was here yesterday, and he 
talked interestingly of the progress the boy 
is making. He thinks he will prove to be 
a ready and an apt pupil, and that the 
radical effects in his training, or rather 
lack of training, may be repaired. 

“‘He’s a lively little fellow,” said Super- 
intendent Connors, ‘‘with more life than 
any boy you ever saw. He went with me 
to Cave Spring very gladly and entered 
into his new environment very easily. I 
put him in the home with the other pupils; 
and had no trouble with him at all from 
the very first. 

“He had a habit of yelling very loudly 
while at the table, but I broke him of that 
the first day, and he has never repeated 
the offense. He sits at the table with an- 
other boy who has the habit, and he has 
about broken this other boy of the habit. 
He never forgets a thing when it is once 
taught him. One day he came into my 
room and was looking over the pictures. 
He put his fingers on them in pointing out 
the ones he liked. I showed him that he 
should not put his finger on them, but 
merely to point at them. He has never 
forgotten that, and the other day when 
he saw someone put his fingers on a pid- 
ture Mack hastened to correct him. 

“Il am unable to tell yet Whether his in- 
telligence is up to the average or not. Ot 
course it is entirely possible that it is, but 
he having no means of communicating with 
the outside world, has not had the proper 
mental development. I am not able to tell 
that until his training goes further. I have 
him in the school now, but, of course, have 
been able to teach him but little as yet, as 
I can’t get his mind concentrated.

Last Tuesday night Shelley called on the 
object of his affections, and the meeting 
ended in a quarrel. It seems that Shelley 
then gave up all hopes of ever winning the 
love of the voung lady, and to him life was 
not worth, living without her. He, there- 
fore, went to the corner of Marietta and 
Broad streets about 11 o'clock and sent a 
negro to a drug store to purchase a potion 
of morphine. ‘he dusky messenger re- 
turned wifi the drug, and Sheliey swallow- 
ed a Aarge dose. but not enough to kill 
him. 

Shelley then started for his room at $14 
East Mitchell street. Fle reached there af- 
ter the drug had begun tro take effect, and 
told his roommate, Ed Nye, to write to his 
mother quickly; that he had taken mor- 
phine, and would be dead in a short while. 

Shelley states that, the trouble he has had 
lately in losing money and _= dissipation 
prompted his attempt on his life. His 
friends state, however, that the girl is at 
the bottom of it, and they fear Shelley will 
yet take his life. The young man 
to be bent on his purpose.

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STOP DRINKING WELL WATER. 
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Health Inspector Veal Sounds An- . 


other Note of Warning. 

Health Inspector Veal is waging an un- 
ceasing War against the use of well water 
by residents of Atlanta. The rapid growth 
of the city and the close proximity of the 
dwellings makes the drinking of city well 
water dangerous. The hydrant water is 
pure and healthful, and the health inspect- 
or insists that if it were used. exclusively 
there would be much less sickness in the 
city than under existing circumstances 
when some families still well water 
for drinking and cooking purposes. 

Speaking about the matter yesterday 
Inspector Veal said’. 

“The official records positively prove that 
nearly all cases of fever in Atlanta 
summer have been caused from well wa- 
ter drinking. In a few cases there has 
been fever in homes where hydrant water 
is used, but in nearly every one of these 
the fever was contracted at other piuces 
by drinking we!! water. 

“In the three months of July, August 
and September, up to date, there have ee. 
thirty-two cases of typhoid fever. Of this 
number twenty-three were reported from 
homes which use well water, and nire 
from homes which use hydrant water. Of 
the nine latter cases six were contracted 
elsewhere by the use of well water. The 
hydrant water is pure and wholesome, and 
if adopted by all Atlantians would result 


in a decided decrease in the death rete.”

Mr. Corrigan Takes Up the Gavel. 
The con ‘ention wag calied to order at 
2:0 o'clock by Mr. Fhomas F° Corrigan, 
of Atlanta, member o} the national execu- 
tive committ2e of the gold party. He went 
at once to his subjecttand lost no time in 
denouncing the Chicago platform. He was 
applauded when praising the purposes and 
principles of the Indianapolis convention. 
Mr. Corrigan said: ‘The Chicigo conven- 
tion renounced the time honored principles 
of the democratic party. The delegates 
to that convention were selected to pro- 
daim democratic doctfine. That they did 
not do. The Chicago @onvention delegates 
affiliated themselves with elements foreign 
to the old party’s principles and ignored 
the purposes of the party. The Chicago 
convention leaders and delegates chose to 
pander to the lowest Classes of Americans 
and ignored the intelligent citizens of this 
country. They found no doctrines too 
vicious for them, and the party repudiated 
ts principles. We cannot go with them 
in that repudiation and will not approve 
the doctrines of riot and pillage enunciated 
in the Chicago platform. They denounced 
the unconquerable- and unterrified and 
honored president of this country, Grover 
Cleveland.”” The convention cheered lustily 
at the mention of Mr, Cleveland. The 
speaker referred to the invasion of Chicago 
by national troops sent by the president 
at the time of the strike of 1893. 
Continuing, Mr. Corrigan said that the 
Chicago convention relegated the question 
of tariff reform to the rear, making it in- 
significant and secondary to the money 
question. He said that the platform is un- 
democratic, and that it consists of populist 
BMinciples. He said the Chicago platform 
ls warlike, while the Indianapolis platform 
méans peace and freedom. That the latter 
Marked out the hast vestige of sectional 
feeling and crystallized the sentiment of 
the country in unionism by nominating 
General Palmer and General Buckner, ‘“‘the 
hero of many battles.”’ 

Rev. J. W. Roberts, of Trinity church, 
delivered an earnest and eloquent prayer, 
fitting to the occasion. He askcd that the 
delegetes to the convention be encouraged 
and strengthened by divine blessings and 
that temporal prosperity abound in the 
fountry. He closed his prayer impres- 
sively.

“The financial plank for the free, inde- 
pendent, unlimited coinage of silver at 1b to 
1 means silver monometallism, strikes gold 
out of circulation, contracts the currency. 
No single country can establish free coin- 
age and keep gold and silver at a parity 
in convenient circulation at the preset 
time, and suchastep by any country will 
inevitably send such a country to an exclu- 
sive silver basis.

The Permanent Organization. 
The report of the committee on permanent 
organization was next read, recommend- 
ing that Hon. J. Randolph Anderson, of 
Chatham, be chosen permanent chairman, 
and that the temporary secretary and 
temporary sergeant-at-arms, Messrs. W. 
A. Matthews and Harry Silverman, res- 
pectively, be made permanent officers. The 
committee recommended that the demo- 
cratic state convention rules of 1892 be the 
governing rules of the convention. The re- 
port was adopted, and Temporary Chair- 
man Hamilton appointed Delegates Rey- 
nolds and Jones a committee to escort 
the permanent chairman, Mr. Anderson, t 

the desk. 

Chairman Anderson Introduced. 

Mr. Anderson was greeted enthusiasti- 
cally, and as he acknowledged the honor 
bestowed upon him the convention cheered 
and applauded him. Temporary Chairman 
Hamilton introdyced Mr. Anderson in this 
Way: 

“Gentlemen of the Convention: We are 
Jeffersonian democrats. I now have the 
pleasure of introducing to you as perma- 
nent chairman of this convention a great- 
grandson of that great democrat, Thomas 


Jefferson."”’ The convention received the 
introduction by loud cheers, 
Mr. Anderson’s Speech. 
Permanent Chairman Anderson said: 


“Mr. Temporary Chairman, Fellow-Demo- 
crats and Members of this Convention: 
Mr. Hamilton left out one thing which may 
be appropriately said at this time. He in- 
troduced me aS a great-grandson of 
Thomas Jefferson. I introduce him to you 
as a lineal descendant of Alexander Hamil- 
ton, one of the most noted figures this 
country ever produced. (Applause.) 

“I thank you most sincerely for the great 
honor you have conferred upon me in se- 
lecting me to preside over this body. 

“This convention is in many repects one 
of the most notable and significant assem- 
blies that the history of our state has ever 
witnessed.

“We are called bolters, traitors and rebels, 
and every species of attack is being made 
upon us and will be made upon us, which 
affrighted partisan: malice can suggest or 
inflamed party rancor can invent.

“So history has placed upon that scarred 
and tattered band standing defiantly at bay 
around their untarnished flag at Appomat- 
tox a name and fame that will go ringing 
down the ages. 

When He Is a Bolter. 

“Tf to refuse to follow the party machine 
into repudiation, fiat money, attacks on law 
and order, abuse of our courts and threats 
to undermine some of the foundations of 
the constitution is to be a bolter, then I am 
a bolter. 

“Tf to revolt against communism, Bryan- 
Altgeld’sm it to be a 


ism, Tillmanism and 
rebel, then I am a rebel and I glory in the 
name, However the heathen may rage, 
our cause is just and our consciences are 
clear. 

“We have uplifted the banner of true 
democratic faith as it was known to the 


fathers and have banded ourselves together 
to preserve for our children and our chil- 
dren’s children our grand old party as one 
entitled, both from its history and its prin- 
ciples. to the enthusiastic support of the 
American people.” 

A Gavel for the Chairman. 

At the conclusion of Chairman Anderson's 
speech Mr. Thomas F. Corrigan, of Atlanta, 
took the floor and presented to Mr. Ander- 
son a gavel bearing his name as a descend- 
ant of Thomas Jefferson inscribed on a 
solid gold band. 

At this point the convention found itself 
without further business and while the piat- 
form committee was preparing its report 
several delegates were called on _ for 
speeches and the afternoon was enlivened 
by oratory, for the most part denunciations 
of the Chicago platform, Mr. Bryan and the 
Chicago convention. Speeches were made 
by Mr. Guyt MeLendon, of Thomas county; 
Mr. Murphy Candler, ‘of DeKalb county; 
Colonel Albert Cox, of Fulton county, and 
Hon. W. M. Hammond, of Thomas county. 
The speakers condemned the Chicago plat- 
form and nominees when they were not eu- 
logizing Grover Cleveland and the Indian- 
apolis ticket. 

Mr. McLendon on Mr. Bryan. 

Mr. ‘McLendon was the first speaker. He 
said that it was difficult to speak to a con- 
vention of men of one mind. He started 
off by saying that the time would never 
come when he would consent to the de- 
bauchery of the democratic party and the 
government. He said tha the convention 
then in session was a brave effort to save 
the democratic party. The Indianapolis con- 
vention was composed of men who met to 
put on file their protest against the effort 
to destroy the democratic party. ‘“‘Let us 
organize and be ready to send men to the 
front who can break a lance with any ad- 
vecate of the dream of free silver. 

“Mr. Bryan has won my admiration for 
one thing. He is the embodiment of can- 
dor. He is a success as a Fourth of July 
orator, but to think of putting him at the 
helm of the government is folly. He is 
not the man for the place. To think of 
placing the feeble Bryan where the great 
man whose picture you see over the chair- 
man’s head has presided is an acknowledg- 


ment that the people of this country have j; 


lost their senses. Bryan and his perni- 
cious doctrines will be defeated amd the 
democratic party will be saved and its hon- 
ored principles upheld when the November 
election is over.’’ 

Mr. Candler Follows Cleveland. 

Mr. Murphy Candler, of DeKalb, was the 
next speaker. He gaid: “I am from good 
old democratic stock and I stand up here to 
uphold the principles of my party and the 
honor of my country. The Chicago conven- 
tion attacked the foundation principles of 
our government, repudiated the principles 
of the democratic party and trailed in the 
dust its virtues and purposes.”’ 

Colonel Cox’s Speech. 

Colone Cox was called for and he spoke 
in his usually eloquent manner. He dwelt 
on the principles of government and finance 
and talked about banks and banking meth- 
ods as relating to the government. He de- 
nounced the Chicago platform and conven- 
tion and said that that convention dishon- 
ored the country and would raise an un- 
paralleled statue of infamy. 

Platform Committee Reports. 

At the couclusion of Colonel Cox’s speech 
the platform committee, headed by Chair- 
man Hammond, of Thomas county, filed in 
the convention hall and Mr. Hammond took 
the floor to report. He read the platfrm 
from the secretary’s desk and it was unan- 
imously and enthusiastically adopted. When 
the name of Cleveland was spoken the usual 
applause followed. The platform indorses 
the Indianapolis platform and the admin- 
istration of President Cleveland. It fol- 
lows: 

‘Be it resolved by the national democratic 
party of Georgia in state convention assem-

‘]. That we do most unreservedly accept, 
ratify and indorse the action taken and 
platform adopted by the recent national 
convention of our party at Indtanapolis, and 
we pledge to the party and its nominees our 
earnest and y support in the confident 


belief that i ee advocated by the 
party are on everlasting truth and 
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ing and the body was brought to this place 
for intérment. 
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claréd that this convention is not the first 
Georgia convention of the national democra- 
cy. ‘‘We are the democratic party and have 
met before,’ said Mr. Corrigan. 

Chairman Anderson ruled that the con- 
vention over which he was presiding was 
the ‘“‘first’’ Georgia convention of the na- 
tional democracy, and he said that in law 
“there is no question but that the name of 
the democratic party belongs to Bryanism.”’ 

The convention did the voting, however, 
and it was decided to strike out the word 
‘“first,”” and Mr. Cleveland’s heart was 
doubtless made glad by the receipt of the 
message as amended, coming from the 
“Georgia convention of the national democ- 
racy.’’ Chairman Anderson and Secretary 
Matthews signed the message. 

Colonel Hammond’s Speech. 

The proceedings of the convention were 
brought to a close by a speech by Colonel 
W.M. Hammond. He was called for by the 
convention and he entertained the delegates 
by applauding the Indianapolis convention 
and congratulating the ‘‘sound money’’ men 
of Georgia on the organization of the party 
in this state. He said that the principles 
of democracy needed to be defended, and 
that the new party was organized none too 
soon. He said that the old ship had been 
rescued by the faithful at Indianapolis and 
that the Chicago platform and convention 
had been disowned by the old leaders. 

Colonel Hammond declared that fourteen 
Planks of the Chicago platform are false- 
hoods. He said the platform begins with 
a falsehood and ends with a slander. He 
said that the Chicago convention nominated 
a man not fit for the presidency, ‘‘a young 
phrase maker of the west.’’ The speaker 
said that he is opposed to repudiation and 
rapacity. He closed by urging the con- 
vention to begin a vigorous fight for prin-

Editor Constitution—Much remains to be 
Cone in aid of the cause of independent 
bimetallism. The most casual observer can- 
not have failed to note the absence of 
our ablest men from tne national hust- 
ings. It is clear that a vast deal of quiet 
werk is being done for the great cause 
the triumph of which is necessary to the 
return of prosperity to this country, but 
that will not suffice. The cause of genu- 
ine bimetallism numbers among its fol- 
lowers and defenders some of the most 
persuasive public speakers in the union, 
but, outside of the zealous efforts put forth 
in Massachusetts by Hom. George Frederick 
Williams, nothing is being done on the 
hustings except by Mr. Bryan himself. 
That distinguished and eloquent gentle- 
wan is battling single-handed and alone in 
the doubtful states for the cause. We are 
told that Senator Teller proposes early to 
enter the arena in the far west. So far, 
so good. It is true that the national demo- 
cratic committee is composed of some 
the best material in the party, and it is 
accepted as true that they are having im- 
portant work done with a view to satisfac- 
tory results‘on the 3d of November next, 
but it is certain that Mr. Brvan is not 
receiving on the stump the active support 
to which the cause and himself are justiv 
entitled.

HiT HIM WITH A BRICK 


YOUNG ROBERT WILSON AS- 
SAULTED LAST NIGHT. 
Was Delivering Goods and Was Fol- 
lowed Six Blocks—Hit with a 
Brick and Sericusly Hurt.

assaulted by three 


Robert Wilson, a 
of age, was brutally 
highwaymen on Ivy street, near Baker, 
about 7 o’clock last night. He was struck 
on the head with a brick and sustained in- 
juries which may result seriously. 

The outlaws who did the job are unknown. 
They are said to be rather young for the 
business, and just why they should over- 
power and harm young Wilson is a mys- 
tery. 

Wilson is employed at the Kjng Hardware 
Company, on Peachtree street. Yesterday 
Mrs. Cox, who lives at the corner of Ivy and 
Baker purchased some 
that store, and last night Wilson was sent 
out to deliver them, 

As he passed Bratton’s drug store, at the 
corner of Peachtree and Houston 
he encountered a gang of toughs who be- 
gan teasing him and making fun of his ap- 
parel. Wilson at first resented tlie insults 
but decided not to get into any trouble, and 
proceeded on his way out Peachtree street. 

But the young men who had assailed Wil- 
son decided to pursue their fun, and fol- 
lowed their victim. Wilson turned into the 
alley next to the Grand theater and start- 
ed toward Ivy street. No sooner had he 
walked half way through the block than he 
was assaulted by a shower of rocks and had 
to run for his life. 

As he turned into Ivy street as fast as his 
heels could carry him his pursuers still fol- 
lowed, and ran him for three blocks. As 
Wilson halted in front of the gate of Mrs. 
Cox, where he was to deliver the goods, one 
of the toughs struck him a terrific blow on 
the head with a brick, and he fell stunned 
and bleeding to the pavement. 

By this time the other outlaws had run up 
with open knives and doubtless would have 
killed Wilson had not the screams of a col- 
ored woman. who happened to be close bv 
and saw Wilson fall, frightened them, and 
they ran down Ivy street and disappeared 
around the corner of Peachtree. 

Wilson was picked up and carried into the 
residence of Mrs. Cox, where everything 
possible was done to alleviate his sufferings. 
He was later transferred to the home of his 
uncle, Mr. A. McD. Wilson, at the corner of 
Highland avenue and Hilliard streets. Phy- 
sicians were hastily summoned and the 
wound on the side of the boy’s head dress- 
ed. A tong, ugly gash was cut in the scalp, 
and itis thought the skull is fractured, The 
physicians state, however, that his inju- 
ries are not necessarily fatal. 

Officer Crusselle was given charge of the 
case, but up to a late hour last night had 
failed to find the outlaws. Who they gre 
is a mystery. Wilson states he never saw 
tnem before, and that the oldest was about 
nineteen years of age. The injured boy says 
he gave his asSailants absolutely no cause 
for their action, and he is at a loss to know 
why they should attack him. The police 
are still working on the case, and if the ofe 
fenders are caught they will be prosecuted 
on the charge of assault with intent to mur- 
der.

Three negroes, suspected of having held 
up ‘Mr. and Mrs. Henry Rogers on Frazer 
street Tuesday night, have been arrested 
and locked in the station house. Their 
names are Dickens Morris, Sam Calhoun 
and Will Redwine. 

Officer Stallings, who had charge of the 
case, caught the supposed highwaymen 
early yesterday morning. Two were iden- 
tified by Rogers, and were caught at their 
homes in the southern part of the city. 

The negroes deny absolutely that they 
attempted to rob Rogers and his wife. 
They state they were not in that neighbor- 
hood at the time, and are apparently as 
innocent as lambs. 

Their cases came up for trial in 
recorder’s court yesterday afternoon. Rog- 
ers and his wife were both present, but 
could only positively identify Sam Cal- 
houn, who pointed the pistol in Rogers's 
face, with orders to throw up his hands. 
Morris proved an alibi, and the evidence 
against Redwine was not positive. 

Judge Calhoun, therefore, gave Redwine 
thirty days in the stockade, and bound 
Calhoun over to the superior court, with a 
month on the public works thrown in. 

While there is no direct evidence of the 
fact, it is thought these are the same ne- 
groes who held up Farmer Dougherty, on 
Jenkins street, several nights ago. It will 
be remembered that Dougherty was enjoy- 
ing the sights of Decatur street, and ex-

phibited his money a little too freely in a 


saloon. lie was followed three blocks 
down Piedmont avenue, and when in a dark 
spot was attacked by negroes and his 
money taken forcibly from him. 

One of these negroes who attacked Rog- 
ers answers to the description of Dough- 
erty’s assailant almost perfectly, and a 
further investigation may increase the sé- 
ricusness of the charge hanging over him. 

The full story of the attempt to rob Rog- 
ers and his wife was told in vesterday’s 
Constitution. They hve in South Atlanta, 
outside the city limits, and had -ome to 
town to do some shopping. About 11 o’clock 
at night they were returning home, and 
when near the corner of Richardso1 and 
Frazer street were held up by three high- 
waymen, and would have been robbed and 
perhaps injured if the outlaws had not been 
frightened away by two pedestrians. 

The police were at once notified, and 
before daylight all the negroes had been 
located and locked in the station house.

Why should onions be vulgar, it is asked, 
hut is not answered, though it is admitted 
that some persons, ‘‘with as much shallow- 
ness as ignorance,’’ argue that Mnions are 
vulgar because of their too potent fra- 
grance. “‘With every desire,”’ continues 
the writer, “‘to treat this side of the sub- 
ject delicately I must assert that no person 
of good digestion is martyred or can be 
ostracised by his devotion to the 
onion. It is not vulgar to ‘smell of onions,’ 
but it is vulgar, I think, not to have a 
g00d digestion. Perfect personal scrupu- 
lousness demands that one be in everv way 
clean, even—I tremble for this frankness, 
yet [ am not ashamed of it—to have a 
clean stomach. Therefore, in my view, it 
is not his scent which labels the onion 
vVulgar.”’

ty, thereby enlarging this county. 

The idea of bringing Decatur into Fulton 
county meets with the approval of a large 
number of the residents of that town. it 
has been talked of for a number of years, 
but until now it was not thought feasible. 
A large number of the fesidents of Deca- 
tur do busniess in Atianta, and the major- 
itv of these are in fivor of making Decatur 
a part of Fulton county. The people who 
live between Atlanta and Decatur are also 
in favor of the plan, 

The territory between 
catur is thickly built up 
populated. The land has all been 
proved and preity residences have 
erecied. ‘these people cre closely cob- 
nected with Atlanta by the Georgia ruil- 
road and the electric lines, but weuld 
like better to be a vart of Fulton county. 

The addition of the western part of De- 
Kalb to Fulton would throw Stone Moun- 
tain almost in the center of DehKalb coun- 
ty.

The residents of Stone Mountain are ana- 
ious for the change to be made, and it is 
said there will be little trouble in raisins 
at least $5,000 among the citizens of that 
city. It is stated that Venable - Brothes 
have offered to furnish all the granite 
needed in the construction of a courthouse, 
free of cost, and that Mr. F. N. Nash, the 
tax receiver, the building known as King’s 
hotel and the land on which it is located. 

Those in favor of the change urge that 
these contributions, with the amount of 
money raised by the sale of the present 
courthouse at Decatur and the land on 
Which it sands, would be sufficient to erect 
a handsome courthouse, 

The idea of moving the county seat from 
Decatur to Stone Mountain originated when 
the proposition of buileing a new court- 
house at Decatur was put before the peo- 
ple. 

A new courthouse for DeKalb is some- 
thing that has long been discussed by the 
residents of that county. The county has 
grown in importance and the courthouse, 
it is said, has become too small to re of 
much use to those who occupy it. It is

In order to get money with 
Which to stand the expense of building a 
hew courthouse the commissioners passed 
resolutions raising the tax rate from $1.15 
to $1.40 on the hundred, 

This action on the part of the commis- 
Sioners met with almost universal disap- 
proval, so it is said, and at a meeting 
called by a well-krown farmer the eall 
for the mass meeting next Saturday was 
issued, 

In order for the election to be called it 
will be necessary for three-fifths of the 
qualified voters of the county to sign the 
petition. The petition is being sent from 
one end of the county to the other and 
many are signing it. 

“Though a large number of the citizens 
of the county are fn favor of the changs 
as against an increase of the tax rate,” 
said a prominent resident of Decatur ves- 
terday, ‘“‘tnere is very little probability 
of the change being made. There are a 
great many legal obstacles in the way of 
such a changé and it would cause consider- 
ablt trouble.

The horse had been turned toward 
town, but the witness testified that he him- 
self turned the horse in the other direction. 

The last seen of Mr. Gammage until he 
was taken from the pilot of the engine was 
probably when the man Wright placed him 
in his buggy. Mr. Gammage then drove out 
Lee street to the railroad crossing. 

The plaintiffs say his horse was frighten- 
ed at the incoming “Cannonhall’ of the 
West Point railroad, and dashed off down 
the tracks, followed by the train.
